The Need of Economy Pressing. 


That economy is nioie than an academic question, and one 


that is commanding vciy seiious attention in many quaiters, 
becomes plainer a ml piainei cve.y day. ' It is recognized in 
high quarters that the time is at hand foi getting away horn 
prices thai have prevailed foi the last few ycais, and that in 
prder that this may be done there must be shrinkage in the 
cost of production. 
' V In line with this view the United States Slrel Corporation 
'announces a reduction of 20 pet cent in the wages of its clay 
]abor, effective the 16th, and theie will also be a leduclion in 
salaries. Fiom 150,000 to 175,000 employes wilt be aflcdcd 
and it is estimated that the saving to the corpoiation will 
amount to 5150,000,000 a year. 
Lasl ycai the average pay 


of its employes was 56.96 a day, ne.iily a dollar a day moie 
than in the preceding yeai. The total salaiies and wages paid 
by ihe corpoiation in 1920 aggiegaled $581,556,925. 'Ihe 
corporation not long ago made a cut of about $7 a ion in the 
price of its products. 
,. E. H. Gary, head of Ihe corporation, pointed out some time 
ago that the time was at hand for the introduction of econo-1 
mies and lowering the cost of pioducfion, not only in Ihe sleel 
business but in all business, and the action now taken is in 
line with that view.' 
'< And it is to be noticed that President Maiding is mipiesscd 
with the need of retrenchment in (he allairs of Ihe government. 
He has informed (he heads of depailmcnls that they must get 
away from (he habit of going beyond their allowances and 
then calling on Congiess to make up (he deficits. The Picsi- 
dent believes that only giave emcigencics should wananl the 
expenditure of public funds prior to Iheii appiopiialion by 
Congress, and consideis the practice that has been in vogue to 
be "one of the most dangerous tendencies oj" administiative 
government and one of the giealest banieis to national econ- 
omy." 
, 
It is well ihat matteis of this kind are lecciving attention 


' from high soinces. 
It is high lime to call a halt on the pioili- 


galily th.it has prevailed since the countiy enteied the World 
War—both in government ciicles and in business ciicles. It 
is not easy to break away from the bad habils thai have been 
formed, bul tliis is something thai nmsl be done by Ihe fedeial 
government, Ihe state governments and by business men and 
workmen evciywhere. 


.. And if (he situation weic accepted with hcltei giace Ihe 
process of getting back lo noimal conditions would not be as 
hard as il is. The cost of living is steadily declining, though 
not so fast as could be desired, yet the pi ices ol mosl com- 
modities are giadually coming down and il is plain that l.iboi 


' cannot hope "for a long continuance of such wages as il has 


been receiving foi Ihe lasl few ycais. It would be much bet- 
ter for Ihe counti y and foi all concerned if Iheie could bcmoie 
agreemeuls between laboi and capital and fewei sliikcs. 


Just now Ihere is greal disluibance in Ihe iiuUisliial field, at 


home and abroad. These.aic simply iclauling Ilic i c t i i i n lo 
noimal conditions and piolonging a stress lhal Inusl enduie 
until the facts aie laced, lecognizcd and accepted. 
1 Leadeis in government and in business should continue lo 
make theii voices heaid on Ibis impoilanl mallei until the
